One cousin of dad’a lived im Poris, She wes Ernestine Reckten~ 
weld (?)o I have forgotten hex married nama. Ve visited he and fondly 
about 1902. They bad a son who in all probability served in Vorld 
Var I. Exnestine's husband was an overseer, or custodian of a very 
palatiel mansion, At dinner they served small glasses of fancy wine 
jn their coffee, instead of sugar and cracmy, 


I was quite shocked to vee Ernestine sroke cigarettes after tho 
meals, The first cigarette smoking by 2 woman TI had ever s + Brrt 
following Vorld Var I, cigarette smoking was introduced among the 
American women by Americen soldiers returning from France. 


Ernestine took ug on a sight sesiag trip of Paris. Ye sau Kobra 
Dane, St, Madeline Cathedral, Notro Dams des Victories, Chenbre de 
Paxis, C, Deputies, Place & la Consorde, Palais do L'indugirien,

Poor bouisa dreaded lsaying her friends in Paittabuneh, shera 
there were manyGermans, and whera sho attended the lusharn Church, 
and aterting a in a new location, where only English was spoker-~ 
beotden with theses newconers, juat as now, there wan a housing short~ 
agt, ond they had to move out into the country, where son's enhousa 
used to be. In due time, she learned te speak and re the Engh 
lenguae.

Mother 
and the youngest brother, perhaps Katherine end Phillip, too, went wo 
to the railway station to see those French prisoners, As the train~ 
load of prisoners rolled into the stetion, the little brother, per~ 
haps just the same as any hoy of any nation, pulled off his cap and 
gave three cheers for the German Army, but the excitement was too much, 

- and he dropred dead at Lovisa's feet, his sister. 


Little did she dream, that not only would her father march off in 
the o1d quarrel of the centucies ever since Charlemegce, but that in 
1914-1918, World Var I, her nephews, both in America ond Germany would 
march and some on@ each side would give their lives, but again her 
g@rund nephews and grandsons in Vorld iar IT (1941-1945) traveled over 
the same old bomdery lines. 


Noither did her sister, Katherine Kuhn realize in awaiting her 
father’s return from battle, thet in World iar I, her son would be 
killed (August Grasser), September 1914 at Idege, Belgium, in Vorld 
War I, nor that she and her daughter, Frieda would preetically starve 
to death in World Var II, Nor did the brother, Phillip, realize that 
his son would serve in both warse 


After the Franco-Russian Vor, Frederick Kuhn vemarried, and two 
half sisters were born, Anna and Pauline. Mother and her brother, 
Louis were the only ones who came to America in the rush of the German 
innigration of the 1870's and the 1080?s,. lewis had served thres 
in the ermy ond was ancious to leave Germany and come to the U 
States. 


‘The brother, Phillip had a Inke ahep on Bismurch Strases, in Sula 
bach, while P::uline Kuhn Grasser, took over hey father's little stors 
on the corner after he died. The sister, Katherine ond family (Grasser),

VORLD WAR I 
SET OFF BY Til ASSASSINATION 
OF ARCHDUKE F, FSRDINAWD OF 
AUSTRIA AT SARAJEVO 


In 1914, the saliiaaiisi Var broke out with the "shot that was heard 
around the world." 


On on April evening we were sitting on our front yard, high up in 
the Belmont County hills that doy of April 6, 1917, the United Stetes 
had declared war on Germany and her allies, “the var ta end all wm 
ond the war to make the world safe for democracy." As the moon ¢ 
up in the east, some floating white clouds formed a crass over t 
rising moon. It was "Good Fridey," war had just been declored 4 
their homeland, end mother begen to ery; but her loyalty to he dovted 
land never faltered, for a11 during th::t war she mitted stockings for 
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American boys, She haé the reputation at the Red Cross rooms of } Ltting 
the best stockings of any returned to the Barnesville Red Cross Chapter. 


George Kuhn, her brother"’s son, died ot Camp Grant, October 5, 
1918 of “Spanish influenza," and Karl, another brother, almost lost his 
life when o United States submarine submerged and fuiled to re-surface 
(in the English Channel), but the fleet finally located the submarine 
and the sailors lives were saved. 


Victor Burguard, a naphew of Dad's was on combat duty in France, 
and with the Americen Army of Oceupation in Germany, Anna served as 
an official translator on German papers; Emma, Lillian I, had “cake 
walks" at their schools near Hendrysburg and Sewelisville to raise 
money to purchase war bonds, and the writer became a member of the 
Nurse Reserve at-the Ohio State University Hospital. 


Karl Eichhorn II was oclled in November 1918, but due to an out- 
break of influenza at Camp Sherman, his call was cancelled, then came 
the Armistice of November 11, 1918. 


In the meantime, on the other side of the ocean, the German nophews 
marched away, some never to return again, 


Walter Bautz was killed near Peris in 1917 (?) in World Var Is 
August Kuhn was killed in Liege, Belgium in 1914 in Vorld Var I, ond 
I believe two sons of John and Mary Eichhorn ware killed. I believe 
they were John and Hugo. 


Finally peace terms were declared, but apparently for just one 
generation of youths to grow into manhood, A second world conflagra- 
tion burst forth and orld Var II began December 7, 1941. “oa all hoped 
that this time, the United States would not be dram into this catas- 
traphe, but all in vain, and for the third time, mother sew her folks 
march off to war; first as a yome girl, then as a middlo~agod woman, 
and last a grandmother. 


Tirst was Karl Ff. Eichhorn II, who served in the Fifteenth Air 
Force in Italy, Africa, Greece, Albania, Yugoslavia, Austria, ete. 


Iewis Kuhn's grandsons, Lewis Sheldon in the Pecific, Gilbert 
Sheldon of the United States Navy (Maude Kuhn's sons); Leona Kuhn (7), 
Lewis of the United States Navy, George of the United States Navy; 
(Hary Kuhn (7), Roy of the United States Army; Ray and Earl in the 
United States Navy; (Iva Kuhn Snay) Kenneth Snay of the United States 
Army in the Pacific seotor. 


Doubtless, in England, France, Italy, ond Germany, the descendants 
of the Eichhorn, Recktenwald, Kuhn, and Obermans again marched away for 
their countries, whether for right or wrong, in Vorid War II, fron 
1959-19456 


Se, Vanda, you can see thet Charles’ ancestors have 211 marched 
down the line of history from one war to another, and that was just the 
reason that Charles (Karl) Eichhorn I came to America, to be frea of 
wars and militarism, yet regardless, lis grandsons were dravm into the 
International Inferno of 1941-1945. 
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Hother had not beard from her sisters, Katherine, Pavline, or 
Anna since 1939, until the summer of 1946 in August. letters tolling 
of the wer, which for the first time had been a deutructive war for 
Germany; (for alwaye the Germans had managed to keep the ravages of 
war from the boundaries of their homeland), the bombings by the Allied 
Air Forces destroyed many of their cities, railrooda, and manufacturing 
plants. Hitler, the dictator comitted suicide (7). Tha country sur- 
rendered on May 10, 1945. The Jepanese surrendered on August 16, 1945.
